ä The Nominations, 

The nomination for a candidate for Associ- 
ate Justice of the Supreme Court was declared 
in order and it was determined that the first 
ballot should be an informal one. On the in- 
formal ballot M, B. Reese of Lincoln received 
234 votes, Amasa Cobb, also of Lincoln, and 
the present Chief Justice, 200 votes; A. M. 
Post of Columbus, 69 votes; W. H. Morris, 37 
votes; T. O. C. Harrison of Grand Island, 30 
votes. 

The convention now proceeded to formal 
ballots, but the contest was a stubborn one. 
On the first ballot Reese received 234 votes, 
Cobb 212, Post 75, Harrison 27, and Morris 25; 
no choice. 

On the second formal ballot Post began to 
gain while Cobb and Reese about held their 
own, with the former a little ahead. On the 
third ballot Post suddenly developed great 
strength and became the favorite dark 
horse. He received 117 votes, Cobb 206, 
Reese 201, Harrison 28, and Morris 20. The 
greatest enthusiasm was manifested in the 
succeeding ballot, for the Platte County man 
and Post began to lead from the start. At 
the close of the ballot Post’s followers had 
swelled to 294, while Cobb received 126 votes, 
Reese 135, and Morris 17. 

A Lincoln delegate, on behalf of Cobb’s 
friends, moved to make the nomination of 
Post unanimous and it was carried with a 
whoop. 

A committee escorted Post to the stage and 
he thanked the convention briefly for the 
honor conferred upon him. 

A, M. Post, the nominee for Associate Jus- 
tice, is a resident of Crete, Platte County, and 
has been a District Judge in that part of the 
State for eleven years. He was recently re- 
nominated for reélection to that office, but 
will now decline that nomination to compete 
for a higher honor. 

For regenta of the State University the can- 
didates were Senator H. P. Shumway, Daw- 
son County, Charles Marple of Douglas 
County, Henry Gibbon of Buffalo County, 
Charles Allen of Saunders County. Shumway 
and Marple were nominated on the first bal- 
lot.

FIRST CHICAGO WOMAN TO MAKE ONE 
HUNDRED MILES ON A “ BIKE,” 


A Central Park School Teacher Rides a 
Safety to Aurora and Return Under Six- 
teen Hours, as Kequired by Century 
Club Rules—The Plucky Woman Tells 
of Her Experience on the Road and 
Previous Attempts—To Try It Again. 


Miss Alice Waugh, a teacher in the Central 
Park School, has the honor of bemg the first 
Chicago lady cyclist to complete acentury run 
under the new rules, she havimg ridden over 
the Elgin and Aurora course, a distance of 108 

miles, last Sunday in 
15 hours and 45 min- 
utes. Miss Waugh rode 
a safety with solid tire, 
and was accompanied 
by G. G. Greenburg 
of the Columbia Wheel- 
men and the Chicago 
Century club, Mr. 
Greenburg completing 
his fifth century run. 
Miss Waugh tried to 
make a century run 
Aug. 23, but the bad 
roads and condition of 

Miss ALICE WAUGH. her wheel ‘compelled 
her to abandon the trip at Oak Park. She was 
determined to win the honor, and Sunday 
after a hard ride, part of the distance against 
a strong head wind, completed the run with- 
in the specified time—sixteen hours. 
Mrs. Henry Aiken of Maywood 
was the first woman in Cook County to cover 
100 miles over country roads, but at the time 
she made the run there was no limit in regard 
to time save that a rider must complete the 
run within twenty-four hours. This rule af. 
forded too much time for rest, and about two 
months ago the time limit was cut down to 
sixteen hours, so that under the new rule Miss 
Waugh is the first woman to complete a cent- 
ury run. She expects to accompany the 
Century club on the run Sunday, and will en- 
deavor to lower her record. 

Miss Waugh is 21 years of age, an attractive 
blonde, tall and slender, and a pleasant con- 
versationalist. She is not at present a mem- 
ber of any cycling club, and has only been 
riding since May. In view of this fact her 
record is little short of phenomenal. 


Miss Waugh Relates Her Experience. 

Speaking of the run Miss Waugh said: “I 
ain extremely fond of cycling and fora long 
time have been anxious to make a century 
run. Several weeks ago I started, but my 
wheel crank tightened and I was compelled 
to abandon the trip, Two weeks later I was 
to have made another attempt, but my escort 
failed to appear and that attempt was aban- 
doned. Sunday we started at 4 o’clock in the 
morning. The roads were in splendid cond- 
tion. and we made good time, reaching Elgin 
at 8:30, where we had breakfast and rested. 
I was tired when we reached Elgin and 
thought I had made another failure, but 


when we resumed our trip at 10 o’clock 
1 felt as fresh and strong as when I 
started from Chicago. We reuched Aurora 
at 2 p. m. The roads between Elgin and 
Aurora were in magnificent condit’on, and 
had it not been for the strong head wind we 
would doubtless have been able to cover the 
distance in considerably less time. We took 
dinner at Aurora and started for home at 3 
o’clock, finishing at Sacramento avenue and 
J ackson boulevard, our starting point, at 7:45 
p. m. I was not particularly tired after my 
long ride, but the sun had done its work, and 
my face and hands were badly sunburned. I 
appreciate ‘the honor of being the first Chicago 
woman to complete a century run, and if I 
start and finish with the Century club Sunday 
will apply for admission to that club. My 
skirt became tangled in my wheel shortly 
after we left Aurora and I took a header,’ 
or rather a ‘ sider,’ which delayed us for near- 
ly an hour. I think I can lower my record 
for the run and shall try to do so Sunday.”’

A Methodist Minister Gets Into Trouble 
Over His Second Marriage. 

Younasrown, O., Sept. 24.—[ Special.] — The 
Rev. Dr. Muller, until recently the pastor of 
the First Methodist Church in Canton, real- 
izes the way of the clerical tranagressor is 
hard. Dr. Muller is an able divine, 50 years 
old, who possessed an estimable wife who had 
been a loving helpmeet to him for more than 
a quarter of a century until called away by 
death during the last year.

How Bishop Walker Secured to the Indians 
Their Just Deserts. 

Bishop William D. Walker, Commissioner of 
Indian Affairs, Fargo, N. D., arrived in the 
city Wednesday and is the guest of his broth- 
er, Janes H. Walker, No. 345 Dearborn ave- 
nue. The Bishop took an active interest in 
the settlement of the Sioux Indian troubles 
last spring. A few weeks before Congress ad- 
journed word reached him that there were in- 
dications of more trouble. The Indians were 
suspicious that the government did not mean 
to deal fairly by them and they were _ restive 
and uneasy. When he reached Washington 
he learned that the ‘“‘ Deficiency bill” had 

the Lower House and that an item of 

50,000 due to the Indians by treaty had been 
omitted. 

It was of great importance that the 
ment should live up to its 1 i 
with the Indians was desi 
capitol he found the Senate had — * — on 
account of the death of Senator Hearst of 
California. It was March 2, and Congress 
was to adjourn March 4. As he was leaving 
the building a janitor told him some of the 
Senators were meeting in one of the com- 
mittee rooms.

It is plain that in the case of very 

the streets in Chicago their use by the 
roads and the necessities of the public travel 
thereon are such that the restoration of the 
street could only be accomplished by doing 
away entirely with crossmgs at grade or other 
occupation of the surface of said streets by 
railroad tracks. In all such cases the rail- 
roads can be “ compelled to build viaducts or 
bridges and sufficient approaches to carry the 
streets over their tracks, and pay all land 
damages, where such means are reasonably 
necessary so to restore such streets and make 
them safe and convenient. This position is 
sustained by five State decisions. Upon the 
same principle the Corporation Counsel 
holds that the railroads may de 
compelled to raise or lower their tracks 
when reasonably necessary to restore 
the streets, and the Council is vested with 
the power to determine the manner in which 
the rajlroads shall so restore them and the 
occasion thereof. Furthermore, he holds that 
an ordinance applying to one or two railroad 
companies whose tracks occupy or cross cer- 
tain streets would not necessarily be void be- 
cause it was bo limited in its operation, or bo- 
cause other railroads with different conditions 
might be omitted therefrom or required to do 
something different, as all places in the same 
city do not necessarily require the same local 
regulation. 

These are the leading pcints in the opinion 
which covers the case so completely as to 
leave no doubt in regard to the right of the 
city to compel. the railroads to elevate or de- 
press their tracks at their own expense, and to 
do all other things necessary to insure to the 
public a reasonably safe and free occupancy 
of the streets. The only limitation to the 
power of the Council in this respect is that its 
requirements shall be reasonable and not 
vexatiously onerous, The city may proceed 
fearlessly to demand and insist on its rights 
as defined in thisdocument, and the members 
of the Council will be derelict in their duty 
if they do not proceed to act upon it with as 
little delay as possible. 


MR. MILLS’ PLAN OF RELIEVING IMAGI- 
NARY DISTRESS. 

Mr, Mills of Texas looks forth upon a land 
smiling with extraordinary harvests and joyful 
abundance, and tells an Ohio andience that 
they are the prey to “direful distress.” He 
informs them that the “‘woes unnumbered,” 
of whose existence they were happily un- 
conscious, are due to the fact that the govern- 
ment collects $220,000,000 of its national reve- 
nue by duties on competitive goods made in 
England and Europe, instead of collecting 
them off tea, coffee, sugar, and other articles 
not grown in this country, except to a very 
limited extent in the case of sugar. 

According to this calamity howler the total 
value of the manufactured products of this 
country last year was eight billion dollars, and 
he asserts that had there been no protective 
duties to enable American manufacturers to 
charge higher prices, that eight billion dollars’ 
worth of goods would have sold for five and a 
half billions. “Therefore,” says this howl- 
ing Texan, two bilhons and a half were paid 
to the American manufacturers to protect 
them against European competition.” But 
as he says that he wishes to be moderate in 
his assertions he is willing to knock off more 
than half and say that the American manu- 
facturers have been given only $1,200,000,000 
over the European prices of the goods made 
in this country. And this is the tax he says 
which the people of the United States paid 
last year, which ground them down to the 
dust and brought them to that state of 
“ abject misery of which one sees so many 
evidences on every hand, especially in Ohio, 
where he made his speech. 

Assuming the figures of the Congressman 
from Texas to be correct, it is not true that 
the billion and a fifth he speaks of went to 
the American manufacturers alone. Their 
share of that sum was small. Compared to 
the whole, were it as large as Mills stated, 
there would be thousands more capitalists in 
manufacturing business. The great bulk of 
the 1,200 millions went to workmen, men em- 
ployed in transportatior, and to furnishers of 
raw materials and their men. It went to those 
employed in manufacturing and in related oc- 
cupations and passed from their hands into 
those of the growers of wheat and corn and 
the raisers of beeves and pork. 

If Mills were to have his way, and the du- 
ties were to be taken off European competi- 
tive and placed on non-competitive articles, 
like tea, coffee, and sugar, the American man- 
ufacturers, against whom he has such a 
grudge, perhaps because there are so few of 
them in Texas, would be hurt, but not as bad 
as the millions of employés. The former still 
would have capital on which to live after their 
milis and factories closed. The latter would 
have next to nothing to fall back on when 
idle. 

Either the workmen would have to accept 
much lower wages, or the manufacturing indus- 
tries of this country would close up and dis- 
appear. They would be so crippled under any 
circumstances by undercutting European com- 
petition that the value of their yearly product 
| would fall far lower. 

The importation of cheap foreign goods 
would increase and the home production di- 
minish, but the ability of the wage-workers 
to buy would be reduced much more ‘than 
the goods were cheapened. 

Nor would the increase in the quantity of 
foreign imported goods result in larger ex- 
ports of American foodstuffs to England or 
other European nations, although Mr. Mills 
asserts otherwise. England takes all she 
needs now and buys where she can get them 
Cheapest. She would take no more of our 
farm products unless the American farmer 
lowered his prices below all other food-export- 
ing competitors. England would take no 
grain or meat merely to oblige the United 
States, but only because she must have it. As 
for the difference between the value of the 
goods she sold and the farm products she took 

from us she would insist on having it in gold, 
and would get it as long as our gold held out, 
and when it was exhausted she would quit sell- 
ing, or accept as a great favor gilt-edged bonds 
at low prices. 

As to the other European countries—for ex- 
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mendous upset of that party. One year of 
Milis’ free-trade policy put in practice would 
cure all the wage-workers in the United States 


for life, 
THE JUST DEMANDS OF JOLIET—MORE 
WATER TO DILUTE THE SEWAGE. 

A delegation made up of the Mayor, Alder- 
men, and several prominent citizens of Joliet 
called on Mayor Washburne day before yester- 
day to remonstrate against the small quantity 
of water which is being thrown into the canal 
by the Bridgeport pumps—only about half what 
the law of 1881 calls for. The Joliet commit- 
teemen complained that they were getting 
sewage in a too concentrated and undiluted 
ferm and that the stench was very bad and was 
causing sickness, and that they must be given 
relief or they would have to move away. The 
City-Hall officers admitted that they were not 
and had not been pumping the amount of wa- 
ter called for by the law. They explained it 
by the statement that one of the boilers had 
given out and by the fact that the southwest 
winds had lowered the level of the river a foot, 
so that the water had to be pumped to a great- 
er height, thus lesseuing the quantity that 
could be lifted over the dam by the weak and 
insufficient machinery. 

It is useless to blink the humiliating fact 
that this city has not dealt fairly and honestly 
with Joliet and has not lived up to the law in 
good faith. Itis poor policy to attempt to 
throw the responsibility for manifest short- 
comings on the winds, bad boilers, or the 
Canal Commussioners. It is better to confess 
the faults of the past and atone for them by 
acts which show a proper spirit and a willing- 
ness to obey the law. 

Ten years ago this city was ordered by act 
of the legislature to pump not less that 60,000 
cubic feet of water a minute into the canal. 
Obedience to that order would not only have 
stopped the nuisance at Joliet, but would have 
given Chicagoans purer drinking water. Yet 
some years were allowed to pass by be- 
fore the Harrisonian administration did 
anything to relieve the people of Joliet 
Finally, Mr. Cregier, then Commissioner 
of Public Works, was ordered to get 
some pumps. The Legislature had or- 
dered that not less than 60,000 cubic feet a 
minute be pumped into the canal. The in- 
competent Cregier bought machinery, which 
when perfectly new and working to its full ca- 
pacity under the most favorable circum- 
stances could not lift 60,000 eubie feet a min- 
ute. That which should have been the min- 
imum capacity of the works was not even 
the maximum, That first great blunder has 
been productive of constant evils to this city. 
It estranged those who would have been its 
friends, It did harm in the subsequent Legis- 
latures which money cannot measure. 

Years have passed by since it became evi- 
dent that those Cregier pumps could not do 
the work expected of them, and did not do 
much more than the half of it. Yet they have 
not been replaced by others. Durmg Mr. 
Cregier’s Mayoralty the state of affairs was so 
bad that the sluggish, apathetic Council was 
stirred up to make an appropriation of $150,000 
for new and more powerful machinery. The 
money was collected, but, shameful to say, 
never was expended. Mayor Cregier stood by 
his leaky, ramshackle pumps, and wanted to 
squander the appropriation on some useless 
ditches. If the purchase of new pumps had 
involved the appointment of fifty partisan new 
bummers the pumps would have been in place 
long ago, for it seems impossible to persuade 
Aldermen and other city officers to do any- 
thing which does not result in swelling the 
pay-roll and increasing patronage for partisan 
bummers. 

This city is bound in common decency as 
well as for its own safety to put in at once 
pumps which will lift the full quantity of 
water into the canal the law demands. The 
Aldermen must remember that the amount 
of sewage emptied into the South Branch is 
increasing yearly, and that the dilution ought 
to increase also—that there must be more 
water pumped and not less. The city must 
have machinery powerful enough to pump a 
sufficient quantity of water even though 4 
boiler should collapse or a pump get out of 
repair, whether the water in the river be sev- 
eral inches below datum or not. Such occur- 
rences cannot be pleaded as an excuse for 
failing to perform a legal and a necessary obli- 
gation. 

But it is pleaded that if 60,000 cubic feet 
should be pumped into the canal it would be 
necessary to raise some country bridges a 
foot. Whatof it? Raise them. It is said 
that the canal bank next the Desplaines is too 
low in a few places and that the canal itself 
must be dredged out in spots before it will 
carry 60,000 cubic feet of water. Then raise 
the banks and dredge out the ditch. It will 
not cost much and it wil] be money well laid 
out, for it will be spent in maintaining the 
honor, the self-respect, and the health of this 
city. 

Mayor Washburne and the Aldermen should 
act at once. Let there be no more procras- 
tination. The municipal government has too 
long been shamefully unmindful of her duty 
to her neighbor and to herself. The day for 
apologies and excuses has gone by. What is 
needed is pumping machinery.of proper power 
right away. The nuisance must be abated or 
little Joliet may make great trouble for big 
Chicago. 
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“OLD HUTCH” ON SPECULATION. 

The veteran speculator, B. P. Hutchinson, 
is truly a many-sided man. At different 
times during his life he has enacted the roles 
of workmg shoemaker, storekeeper, pork- 
packer, banker, grain gambler, restaurant 
proprietor, and durmg most of that time he 
was a regular practitioner at the bar (of 
the saloon). Now be is looming up as an 
essayist. The October number of the North 
American Review contains a well-written 
article by him on the subject of “ Speculation 
in Wheat.“ None of those who know the 
gentleman personally would doubt his ability 
to discuss the subject understanaingly, but 
probably many of them will be surprised at 
the calm and dignified manner in which he 
has handled the topic on paper, the style be- 
ing in wide contrast to the jerky incoherence 
of his ordinary conversation. 

Mr. Hutchinson takes the ground that, as 
grain is a commodity, “‘ every man has aright 
to buy and sell it,’’ so that the philanthropists 
who try to repress such dealing do not under- 
stand the first priffciples of what they are talx- 
ing about. But such speculation is a real ben- 
efit to the community. It furnishes an ever- 
ready market for the farmer, who otherwise 
would often be compelled to wait for custom- 
ers, and “im the meantime a mortgage might 
be foreclosed on his farm, even while the 
wheat in his bins would more than sat- 
isfy the mortgage if converted into cash. It 
is also a direct benefit to the consumer, be- 
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The point is made that when the markets 
break as @ consequence of undue excitement 
it is the speculator who gets hurt nine times 


lators may make money on the erop condi- 
tions of this year, or they may be disappoint- 
ed, but there need be no doubt that the Amer- 
ican farmer will have to supply large quanti- 
ties of grain to Europe, though noone can 
tell now much. There is such à thing as ask- 
ing more for a loaf of bread than the average 
consumer can afford to pay. The working 
classes are everywhere the great consumers of 
bread, and these people have only their wages 
to spend. It too much is asked they may be 
driven to the use of substitutes, There is no 
doubt that gold will come here in exchange 
for our grain. This money will create great 
prosperity and stimulate all sorts of specula- 
tion, A great many people will have money 
who will not know how to use it rightly, and 
therefore will lose it. The money will event- 
ually lodge in the hands of men who when 
they get capital keep it. The current cereal 
year, with its wheat crop, will represent a 
memorable era in trade history. 


CHICAGO TAKES A HAND IN THE NEW 
YORK CAMPAIGN. 

The original battle for the location of the 
World’s Fair has become a vexed issue in New 
York politics and to such an extent that Chi- 
cago is beginning to take a hand in it. A letter 
appears in the New York Mail and Tæpress 
of the 22d inst. from Mr. E. F. Cragin, who 
had charge of the can vass made by this city 
for the location, which shatters at a single 
blow all the pretenses made by the New York 
Democrats that the Republicans in the Legis- 
lature were responsible for the defeat of New 
York, for apart from any position assumed by 
either party, or the undisputed fact that the 
original bill sent upto Albany from New 
York thinly covered a conspiracy of Tammany 
to grab the millions for political uses in the 
Presidential year, Mr. Cragin’s letter demon- 
strates that Chicago was alwaysin the lead 
for the Fair, and that New York was 
not “in it” at any time. It shows 
that the whole West and Northwest, 
most of the South, and even some of the East- 
ern States, were pledged to Chicago in advance 
and that in this battle of localities Chicago 
won the game, New York being overmatched 
from the first. Thus whatever position either 
party might have assumed in New York would 
have made no difference and the pretense that 
the Republicans defeated New York falls to 
the ground. What the Republicans really de- 
feated was the scheme of Tammany to grab 
the ten-million-dollar fund and for this they 
should have the everlasting gratitude of every 
honest man in New York, irrespective of part- 
isan affilaations. 

Mr. Cragin’s letter shows that Chivago 
made its first move for the Fair as far back ae 
1885, though no special work was done until 
after the Centennial celebration of April 30, 
1889. Before New York had begun to dream 
of putting in a claim as the locality for the 
Fair Chicago was in the field with an im- 
mense citizens’ committee. Then other cities 
began to wake up, but such was the energy 
displayed by Chicago that long before the 
time the matter wag laid before Congress it 
had been in communication with every mem- 
ber of it and had sent its representatives to 
almost every Congressional district in the 
country. It had secured favorable resolutions 
from all the Legislatures west of New York. 
It had organized numerous agencies among 
the Chicago residents who had come from the 
various States and they had worked up favor- 
able public opinion in their old homes. The 
Ohio society, for instance, had 1,500 cor- 
respondents in that State who secured 
unanimous action in their State Legislature, 
and the same was even true of Pennsylvania 
notwithstanding its contiguity to New York. 
The National committee, headed by Thomas 
B. Bryan, also put in effective work and every 
American Consul in the world was addressed 
in order to secure his influence among foreign 
nations. As the outcome of all this energy it 
was found, much to New York’s astonish- 
ment when the vote was taken in Congress, 
that Chicago had led from the first and had by 
far the largest number of votes in its favor. 
As Mr. Cragin neatly puts it: 

New York proceeded to cook the hare before it 
was caught. Chicago, in Western hunteman’s 
style, bent all her energies to first catching the 
hare, and is now making preparations to serve it 
in such a style as will please the whole world; 
and we trust that New York will not be behind 
her sister States in accepting the invitation to 
attend.the feast, 

Mr. Cragin’ letter should end the contro- 
versy. It completely disposes of the Demo- 
cratic pretension. There now is nothing left 
of it except that the Republicans smashed a 
dishonest Tammany conspiracy and, for this 
New York should be grateful. 
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ELEVATED RAILROAD TRACKS. 

It is understood that the legal part of the 
argument of President Hughitt of the North- 
western against the authorities of the city re- 
quiring the elevation of railroad tracks was 
written by Mr. Goudy, the able solicitor of 
the road. It must be confessed that it does 
not compare favorably with the argument of 
Corporation Counsel Miller that the Council 
ean make the roads raise their tracks. The 
former clings to the old exploded theory that 
when a Legislature charters a railway as a 
common carrier it ereates something over 
which the creator has thenceforth no control. 
The lawyers used to hold that a railroad was 
the judge of the extent of its own powers. De- 
cisions of the Supreme Court of the ‘United 
States have dispelled that illusion. 

The Corporation Counsel q numerous 
strong decisions to show that State has 
not surrendered its police powers and that it 
can force railroads to make crossings safe. 
Fences, gates, and watchmen do not answer 
that purpose in a crowded city. Watchmen 
fall asleep and make blunders and innocent 
lives are sacrificed, not by an “act of God,” 
but by the negligence of man. The State 
acting through municipal agencies has the 
power to order the roads so to construct their 
tracks that the lives of citizens will not be lost 
through negligent watchmen. Mr. Goudy’s 
plea that it has not that power is a. weak one. 
It reminds the reader of that earlier period 
when the railroads fancied themselves the 
lords of creation and acted on that theory. 
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— 2 aie : But the first 
thing to be done is to settle T contro- 
versy the power of the city to 3 the 
railways to make their crossings safe to man 
and beast. When that has been determined 
the rest will be easy. The city is not seeking to 
foros a plan that will bankrupt the roads, but 
it must insist that the crossing killings shall 
stop, even if to stopthem decreases dividends

THE “JOURNAL'S” MALICIOUS MISREP- 
RESENTATIONS. 

The Republican County Central committee 
selected seven persons not of itsown mem- 
bership and charged them with the duty of 
suggesting a list of individuals willing to serve 
if elected who woula be suitable and accept- 
able candidates for the offices to be filled this 
fall, the list to contain at least twice the num- 
ber of men to be nominated. The seven thus 
designated consented with great reluctance to 
do what was asked of them. But for the ne- 
cessity for the labor being done by somebody 
‘hey would not have accepted. 

It was apparent to them, as it is to all other 
Republicans who have been endowed with the 
faculty of reason, that the only hope of suc 
cess their party has this fall, especially so far 
as the ten County Commissioners chosen from 
the city are concerned, lies in its nominating 
an unexceptionable ticket. The best way to 
make sure of such « ticket is to place before 
the convention the names of men who have 
the confidence of the public and who 
have consented to run if asked by 
the official representatives of their 
party. That frees a convention from the 
danger of nominating men who refuse 
to run, thus making it necessary to cobble 
and patch up the ticket. It also puts an end 
to those alliances of ward-workers and wire- 
pullers which result in the selection of some 
good men who will not run and of some bad 
ones who will. The good ones drop out, their 
places are filled with weaklings, and the ticket 
is beaten. The people have learned to dis- 
criminate, and to set up poor men is to invite 
defeat. 

As two names at least are to be laid before 
the convention for each office, and as it is in 
the power of that body to go outside the list 
and select whomsoever else it pleases, it is 
evident that the ticket when made up will be 
the work of the delegates and not of the com- 
mittee. All the latter willdo will be to let 
the convention know of some good men who 
will run. As for the unsuitable men who are 
anxious to be candidates, they will press their 
claims as earnestly as ever, and will try to 
make the customary combinations, but with 
lessened prospects of success. 

This way of arrivmg at good candidates 
being so unobjectionable, it is surprising that 
the Evening Journal should attack it in such 
terms as these: 

The more the Committee of Seven method is 
considered—a method to pack the tist of candi- 
dates to appear before the Republican conven- 
tion—the worse it appears. it must have required 
a fertile, sly, and cunning brain to suggest and 
plan the method, 

It cannot for a moment be considered possible 
that the Republican party will support a ticket 
virtually placed in the fleld by a select secret com- 
mittee of suspicious or at least of mysterious 
origin. This 1s pot a Republican way of doing 
things. It is the worst manifestation of machine 
methods that was ever attempted in the Repub- 
lican party. 

From this committee skullduggery an appeal is 
taken tothe Republican convention, which will 
not be bamboozled by the tricks of a few politi- 


cians, engineered by underground work having 
an origin that should be distrusted to the utmost. 


The appearance of this tearful twaddle 
about an imaginary conspiracy may be ex- 
plained in two ways. One of them is that the 
Journal has always been at the tail of the in- 
tellectual procession. It never has been able 
to see a thing until every other member of its 
party has seen it—and not alwaysthen. The 
other explanation is that the factotum editor 
of the Journal was not put on the Committee 
of Seven. Had he been made a member of 
this portentous committee” and asked to 
take part in this committee skullduggery ” 
visions of masked conspirators and plots 
against the liberties of Republicans would not 
have floated before his eyes and made each 
separate hair stand up. He might have 
thought the plan an excellent one, but un- 
fortunately the County Committeemen had 
never heard of him. They have an extensive 
acquaintance among the influential, active, 
wide-awake members of the party, but the fac- 
totum editor of the Journal is not among 
them. The well-known and responsible editor 
of the Journal is not in the city—he is in 
Europe. Hence he could not serve. 


THE HAWALIANSCANNOT HAVE A SUGAR 
BOUNTY. 
A Hawaiian who was in the city day before 


yesterday madeto a reporter the following 


statement: 

That we must do something to save our sugar 
interests was clearly shown by a conversation I 
had the other day in San Francisco with the former 
manager of the great plantations of Spreckels. 
He told me that since the passage of the McKin- 
ley bill sugar was being produced on the islands 
at a loss of from $8 to $10 a ton. Despite this the 
plantations will be run for several years without 
shutting down, as the taking of this step would 
involve the loss of contracts which could never 
be so favorably reuewed. This state of af- 


fairs makes us turn toward Uncle Sam, and in 


time Uncle Sam will be forced to the conclusion 
that he must do something in our direction. 

This same story has been told often since 
the sugar duties were taken off last spring, 
and will probably be dinned into the ears of 
Congressmen when they meet this winter. 
They should not lift a finger to relieve suffer- 
ing which does not exist. 

Partly for political reasons and partly to 
furnish cheaper sugar to the Pacific coast Ha- 
waiian sugar was admitted free. The price of 
refined sugar in California did not fall ma- 
terially, however, but was only a little lower 
than the price in New York plus the heavy 
transportation charges tothe Pacific coast. 
The owners of the sugar plantations, some of 
whom were San Francisco refiners, pocketed 
the $20 a ton duty which was remitted by Con- 
gress for the benefit of the coast and 
have become millionaires off it. They have 
come to look on it as something that is their 
due and they rage furiously now that they 
have lost it. 

This talk abeut a loss of $8 or $10 a ton is 
the veriest humbug. Compare the Louisiana 
sugar planters with those of Hawaii. The 
latter have cheaper labor, a more healthful 
climate, and perfect freedom from frosts, 
They get a much greater quantity of saccha- 
rine matter from a ton of cane than the Louisi- 
anians do, and are as well off without a 
bounty as the later with one. The Hawaiians 
can compete on equal terms with Cuba so far 
as fertility of soil, excellence of climate, and 
cheapness of labor are concerned. And on 
top of that they have a protection against 
Cuban sugars of which they cannot be de- 
prived, at least until the Nicaragua Canal is 
out. The measure of that protection is what 
it costs to ship a pound of refined Cuban 
sugar from the East to San Francisco. If it 
costs a cent a pound to do that then nature 
has given the Hawaiians that much ang 
tion, equal to $20 a ton. 

The only rivals whom tha Hawaiians "hee 
are the sugar growers of the Philippines, 
which send to San Francisco about six million 
dollars’ worth of sugar. But these islands are 
many thousand miles beyond Hawaii. 
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consumers for so many years. 

They are not Americans. They are 
ers. As long as they are such, and until their 
country has been annexed by the United 
States, they have no right to any special priv- 
ileges. Let them form part of the republic 
before even talking about bounties. 


OVERTAXED, CRIPPLED ITALY. 

A dispatch from London sets forth the 
weak and well-nigh impotent condition of 
Italy in her relations to the dreibund, and 
more particularly in her relations to England, 
since the latter leans upon her as the natural 
ally in securing and retaining control of the 
Mediterranean Sea. The secret of her desper- 
ate straits is not far to find. The tremen- 
dous burden of expense necessary to sustain 
her position in the dreibund, and thereby an- 
tagonize france, her natural ally, has involved 
a ruinous degree of taxation and rendered 
the people discontented and restless. Excited 
popular meetings have been held in Venice, 
Naples, Ancona, and other cities, and strong 
resolutions have been adopted protesting 
against the course of the ministry. The gov- 
ernment, in the face of these popular demon- 
strations of dissatisfaction, is confronted 
with the necessity of announcing that the im- 
posts must be increased still further, and that 
the costs of defense by sea and land must be 
raised in order that Italy may maintain her 
position in the dreibund. She. is con- 
fident that the Italians will consent 
to be taxed still further for the empty honor 
of keeping their country as an equal ally with 
Germany and Austria, and that they will look 
on uncomplainingly while the army and navy 
are still further increased. But in this the 
ministry may be mistaken and Rudini may 
find himself swept out of power by the same 
causes which overwhelmed that much greater 
statesman, Sig. Crispi. 

By the enormous expenditures which Italy 
has laid out upon her navy, the proportionate 
expenditures incurred by the enlargement of 
her army, and the huge sums wasted in sine- 
cures, and her uselessly large civil list, Italy is 
now on the high road to bankruptcy, and yet 
is far from possessing a war power which can 
compare with her allies. In time of war she 
would have to raise a still greater army and 
bring her navy, which now consists of great, 
useless hulks, into an active condition for en- 

countering the swift fleets of other powers, But 
when that time comes she will be without the 
money to buy provisions and equipments for 
her army and war material for her navy, and 
she has not the credit to borrow. She is paying 
a frightful cost for the glory of being regarded 
as a strong member of the dreibund. The 
best thing Italy can do is to disband at least 
half of her army and reduce her navy. She 
can be more useful as an ally with half her 
present force and ability to support it than 
with the present force and bankruptcy. In 
case of war Italy has not the resources to keep 
in the field half her army or at sea half 
her navy. She must husband her resources if 
she wishes to have any influence in European 
affairs or weight in time of war. As she stands 
at present she can do little to help England to 
keep control of the Mediterranean and little 
to help Germany as against France, and mean- 
while she is continually exasperating and an- 
tagonizing the latter power by her demonstra- 
tions of force. If the government continues 
its present overtaxation policy, which is driv- 
ing its people away by tens of thousands, it 
may yet have to encounter the uprising of 
those who are left at home and who have little 
sympathy with dreibunds, to remain in which 
is consuming their substance and impoverish- 
ing them and yet not adding to Italy’s power 
of defense in war.

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RUSSIA MAKING TROUBLE, 


The Czar's Troops Steadily Advancing Into 
the Disputed Territery in Asia. 
[SPECIAL CABLE} 

Loxnox. Sept. 24.—Numerous signs seem to 
give credibility to rumors current in diplo- 
matic circles of London and Berlin that Rus- 
sia entertains hopes of causing an entangle- 
ment between England and China, with a 
view to making the excuse and . oppor- 
tunity for further advance toward In- 
dia. Some Russophobes, those gloomy 
oracles of evil who dee Russia’s 
hand in every threatening international 
complication, even believe that an alliance be- 
tween China and Russia against England’s in- 
terests in the East is far from impossible. It 
seems undeniable that grave trouble in re- 
gard to frontiers is imminent—such a trouble 
as in 1885, when, as has since been officially 
ruven, war between Russia and England over 

Penjeh incident was escaped by a hair's 
breadth. 

At St. Petersburg very recently it was de- 
nied that Russian soldiers had crossed the 
frontier to the Pamir Plateau, yet tod 
comes a letter from Capt. Younghusband, 
British political agent at Kashgar, concerning 
the rumor of such a movement and describ- 
ing how the Captain witnessed the pasnage 
of Russian troops across the line and 
how he frustrated the plan by telegraphing tor 
a detachment of British troops from Gilghit, 
whose presence led to the abandonment of the 
onw movement. Here were all the mate- 
rials for an affair of outposts, which might 
have initiated the great struggle, where- 
in the possession of Asia is to 
be the prize. The officials of the 
British Government do not regard this move- 
ment thus balked as an isolated one. They have 
reason to believe that other Russian forces are 


secretly 8 upon Cashmere. It is 
claimed that the Russians are already 200 
miles beyond the frontier fixed by the treaty 
which the Czar in 1885, guaranteed should be 
respected. 


EXPLANATION FROM THE SULTAN. 


He Says That No New Privileges Have 
Been Granted to Russia. 

ConsTanTinoPLz, Sept. 24.—The Porte has 
sent a circular note to the powers in regard 
to the passage through the Dardanelles of sev- 
eral vessels of the Russian volunteer fleet. In 
this communication the Forte says that for 
several years past vessels of the Russian vol- 
unteer fleet have been running between Odessa 
and Viadivostock, the port intended to be the 
eastern terminus of the Transsiberian 
railroad and situated on the Sea of 
Japan. These ships, being under the 
com mercial flag of Kussia, were 
granted free passage of the straits. It has 
been found, however, the Porte’s note con- 
tinues, that the volunteer vessels were some- 
times carrying soldiers and these ships were 
detained owing to a mistake as to their real 
character. The Porte’s instructions, tne note 


adds, given to the officers on duty at the 


Da lles to prevent any further detention 
of vessels of the Russian volunteer fleet, have 
been wrongly construed by the newspaper 

ress to be a violation of existing treaties. 
The note then quotes the instructions given to 
the Turkish officers on duty at the Darda- 
nelles, the tenor of which has already been 
published, and concludes with the remark that 
no new measure has been adopted and that 
tne old ones continue in force. 


MISCELLANEUUS FOREIGN NEWS. 


China Notifies France That the Outlaws 
Will Be Pursuved. 

Parts, Sept. 24.—The Chinese Chargé d’Af- 
faires in this city had an interview today with 
M. Ribot, the Minister of Foreign Affairs, and 
communicated to the latter the contents of a 
dispatch he has received from the Chinese 
Government.

Jourer, III., Sept. 24.—[Special. ]—Bishop 
Ninde took the Peesident’s chair promptly at 
9 o’clock this morning, and the second day’s 
session of the Rock River Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church was opened with 
prayer by Dr. N. H. Axtell. Almost the en- 
tire morning was given up to the hearing of 
reports from the Presiding Elders and from 
the ministers of the various churches. Even 
with the time given over to the work no more 
than half of the ministers could make their 
reports. In the churches represented in the 
conference, almost without exception, there 
has been a gratifying increase in the member- 
ship attendance, value of church property, 
and in the sums collected for the various pur- 
poses. As yet there has been no totals ob- 
tained as to membership and collections, but 
they will be from 10 to 20 per cent in excess of 
last year. In the matter of evangelical and 
mission work the growth has been particular- 
ly pleasing to the ministers and to the pre- 
siding Bishop. 

The report of Presiding Elder C. G. Trus- 
dell of the Chicago District was voluminous 
and showed a good condition of affairs in all 
the churches in Chicago, In 1886 there were 
fifty-seven a pointments in the Chicago 
District, and this number has been increased 
to 100 appointments, with the same propor- 
tion of mission societies. This increase is 
due in no way to the increase in the city lim- 
ita, as the district lines inclade all the terri- 
tory now within the limite. The report

Taking the statistics of 
ourown church, English speaki foreign, 
we have in round numbers about 25,000 members 
and at least 40,000 children in Sunday-schools.

The Fight of the Women.

The sensation was caused 
y the leakine out of the fact that Herr Ca- 
hensly’s personal representative has been 
present in the city throughout the week’s 
deliberations, from start to finish, and 
was only prevented at the last 
moment from makimg the opening address 
of the congress. Dr. Hoelscher and Father 
Heiter, the leading priests on the Committee 
of Arrangements, were the ges who, it is un- 
derstood. at the conferencé in the Genesee 
Hotel Monday, made plain to Herr Cahensly’s 
envoy the intolerable position in which the 
Clerical Union and the congress would be 
placed by him in the event of such a connec- 
tion between them being publicly established. 
The full text of the speech that was thus sup- 
pressed was tonight secured by the press. 
Paul Marie Baumgarten is the full name of 
the envoy, and the Cahensly plan, as far as 
known publicly, has been to secure what would 
amount to a German-American hierarchy in 
America independent of the present Catho- 
lic Bishops, whose authority would thus be 
relegated to the affairs of the non-German- 
speaking Catholic population. Failing in this 
the vacancies occuring in the hierarchy of the 
United States were to be filled to the greatest 
extent possible by German ecclesiastics. 
n suppressed speech on to 
tell that Herr Lieber, the chief of German 
Catholics in the Reichstag, had already twice 
crossed the ocean with brotherly greetiug to 
the German Catholics of America, he 
(Baumgarten) bezged the congress not to 
consider him as filling that great man’s place:

theologian. He was formerly a Methodist, 
andeven after he became a Presbyterian he 
was known as a preacher rather than a stu- 
dent. It is only within the last few years 
that he has made any claim to be a theo- 
logian. 

“I have only seen extracts from Dr. Vin- 
cent’s sermon,” said Prof. Zenas of the Mo- 
Cormick Theological Seminary yesterday, 
“and it is hardly fair to eriticise xt without 
readmg the whole. I do not at present care 
to say whether I agree with Dr. Vincent or 
not. I think, however, that there has been a 
great deal of misunderstanding m regard to 
the controversy. The liberai spirit in theology 
began with the Reformation. While all believed 
inspiration of the Bible even at that time 
there were two schools; one accepted the 
scriptures literally as they were writ- 
ten, while the other accepted the 
substance and let go the shadow. There 
is the same difference today. However, 
the number of people who are slavish in their 
belief in the scriptures is growmg smaller and 
smaller, and tne number who accept the sub- 
stance larger. The views of this seminary, as 
viewed by Dr. Skinner, are these: We must 
apply to a passage in the Bible the grammat- 
ical, rhetorical, and historical tests, and what 
the result shows must be the truth, I do not 
think that any one will deny Dr. Vincent’s as- 
sertion that the exegete must see the truth or 
fact in the form in which it appealed to the 
readers of David's or Paul's day, codrdinate 
it with modern modes of thought, and trans- 
late it into a familiar form of speech. That 
is the historical test, which even a conservative 
seminary like this is ready to Apply. For in- 
stance, if a man says, ‘I heard the voice of 
the Lord in the clouds,’ we must take into con- 
sideration the character of the mau, the place, 
and the manner in which he said it. He may 
mean that he actually heard the voice of the 
Lord or that he merely heard the thunder, 
which in Oriental countries 1s called the voice 
of the Lord. That is allowed among all 
Presbyterian theologians, and if Dr. Vincent 
thinks that it is not heis laboring under a 
grave misapprehension. 

The fact is that the church does not object 
to the views of Dr. Brigg: and the faculty of 
the Union Seminary as much as they do to 
the manner in which they express them. Dr. 
Briggs took the attitude of saying: ‘I am 
right; if any of you differ from me you are no 
better than numskuils.’ has aroused 
the indignation of the church and has given 
rise, perhaps, to unt eoessary harshness on both 
sides. I don’t know exactly what stand Dr. 
Vincent mtends to take in the matter. If he 
goes with Dr. Briggs and asserts a belicf 
‘merely in the conceptual inspiration of the 
Bible the church will consider him wrong. He 
will not be attacked on the nda of 
unorthodox, but on the ground of being il 
eal. How can any one know what the conce 
tion was, except through its expression?

I believe the resolution 
was injudicious, because in my opinion it 
cannot have any effect, for the temporal 
power of the Pope is 2 I can see no 
way in which it can restored. However 
much as a Catholic I regret it, such is the 
case, and we must accept the inevitable.“

Celebrated Men Gather to Do Honor to the 
Dead Citizen of Erie.

The Best Efforts of New York in Vain— 
The West and Northwest, Irrespective 


of Party, Pledged in Advance for Chi- 
eago—It Was a Battle of Localities and 
the West Won-The Secretary of the 
Chicago Committee Tells a Round, Un- 
varnished Tale, 

Curcaco, Sept. 19.—[ Editor New York Mail 
and Express. )}—In answer to your request for 

of our canvass of Congress for the 
World’s Fair, over my own signature, as the 
one who had charge of this work, and on 
whom was laid the burden of all the arrange- 
ments preparatory to the assembling of Con- 
gress, I would state: 

As early as 1885 resolutions by public bodies 
in Chicago were passed in favor of holding 
the World’s Fair in Chicago in 1892, and this 
suggestion was indorsed by the press of Chi- 
cago and the Northwest. No special work, 
however, was done until after the Centennial 
celebration of April 30, 1889, which was ob- 
served in Chicago and the Northwest at the 
same time it was observed in New York. The 
assembling of 100,000 people in eight mass- 
meetings simultaneously. and of 200,000 
school children in over 200 meetings simul- 
taneously, and other features of that celebra- 
tion, created such enthusiasm that it was _ 
sidered an rtune time to pre or 
holding the World's Fair in Chicago. 1 22, 
1889, Common Council, in a series of reso- 
lutions, requ the Mayor to appoint a 
committee of 100 representative men to take 
the matter in charge and use all honorable 
means to secure the location of the World's 
Fair in Chi The Mayor, after consulta- 
tion with ing citizens, found it agviaable 
to appoint a committee of about repre- 
sentative men. These were calied to meet in 
the Council Chamber Aug. 1, and unanimous- 
ly adopted resolutions presented by the Hon. 

howmas B. Bryan, and appointed an Executive 
committee to take the matter in charge. 


Several Cities Com pete. 


While this was going on in Chicago the press 
and citizens of New York and Washington 
were also holding meetings and planning to 
hold the World’s Fair in each one of ose 
cities, and later St. Louis also took steps to 
this end. Each city worked upon plans that 
were in every way different from the plans of 
the other cities. 

New York proceeded to appoint committees 
on site, legislation, finance, etc., tak it for 
granted that the Fair would be held in that 
city as soon as the request to that effect was 
made of Congress. These committees appar- 
ently did not work in harmony, and there was 
no system by which one knew what was being 
done by the other. 

Washington appointed Committees on Site 
and on different departments of the Fair, and 
sued cirenlars to Congressmen and Sen- 
ators, and I think also Govenors, pointing out 
the desirability of Washington as a location 
for the Fair. 

Chicago organized by the appointment of 
eleven standing committees, with the same 
Secretary for each committee. Thus, through 
this Secretary all serious friction was avoided, 
and the committees moved together to the ac- 
complishment of the one result. 


Chicago's Committee. 

The membership of these committees was 
enlarged from time to time until there were 
over 4 thousand citizens of Chicago and the 
surrounding country members of these main 
committees and subcommittees appointed 
from them. The* question of site was not 
discussed by any of thom, except so far as to 
prepare a number of sites which were pre- 
sented to Congress as being available. en 
thoroughly posted in all the arguments in 
favor of Chicago, with instructions not to at- 
tack oy other city, were sent into every State 
in the Union except New York, New Jersey, 
and Connecticut. As much pains were 
taken to reach the constituents of the Con- 
gressmen of California, Louisiana, Florida, 
and Massachusetts as of Illinois. Meet: 
were held in almost every Congressional dis- 
trict in the United States, and resolutions and 
petitions forwarded to Congressmen before 
the assembling of Congress. With the excep- 
tion of the Congressmen from New York 
State, New Jersey, and part of Connecticut, 
every Congressman in the United States, be- 
fore he started to Washmgton, received nu- 
merous petitions from his constituents, and 
resolutions passed by labor societies, manu- 
facturers’ associations, etc., in his district. 

Various Legisiatures Favored Chicago, 

It thus came about that before Congress as- 
sembled the Congressmen were made full 
aware of the wishes of their constituents, an 
the State Legislatures that were in session 
west of New York were persuaded to pass 
resolutions either in favor of holdi the 
World's Fair in Chicago, or if that could not 
be done, in favor of holding it in the Missis- 
sippi Valley. This canvass was made not 
only by agents sent out from Chicago, but 
was carried on by agencies established in 
the different States through the assistance of 
the State associations in Chicago. That is, 
the Chicago residents who were formerly res- 
idents of Mame, Pennsylvania, Ohio, and 
twenty-five other States formed societies 
known as the Ma:ne Society, the Pennsyl- 
vania Society, the Ohio Society, etc. These 
men appointed committees, issued circulars, 
wrote letters, and brought influences to bear 
upon the Congressmen in their several home 
States in favor of Chicago, 

The Ohio Society, for instance, had 1,500 
correspondents in the State of Ohio, through 
whom they carried on their work; and so well 
and thoroughly was this done that the mem- 
bers of the Legislature of both houses took 
practically unanimous action, and the Ohio 
Congressmen did not swerve from their alle- 
giance to Chicago. j 

Why Pennsylvania Voted for Chicago, 


The same was true of a still more difficult 
State to canvass, namely, Pennsylvania, the 
vete from which State seemed to surprise the 
adherents of New York more than any other 
vote. One Congressman remarked tw us that 
he wanted to vote for New York for. various 
reasons, but that he had thirty or forty peti- 
tions in his pocket from constituents all over 
his district in favor of Chicago, and none in 
favor of New York. 


National Agitation Favored Chicago. 


_ Effective work was done by one of the stand- 
ing committees, that on National Agitation, 
Thomas B. Bryan, Chairman, who arranged 
for the presentation of our case to audiences 
in Providence, R. I., St. Joseph, Mo., New 
Orleans, La., Atlanta, Ga., Milwaukee, Wis., 
and Denver, Colo., ending in Washington be- 
fore the Senate committee. We were very 
careful in all our speeches and documents not 
to prevent our case as that of Chicago against 
New York, but rather to show the advantage 
that would accrue to the great interior by hav- 
ing the Fair held in Chicago. 
Foreign Nations Favored Chicago. 


Finding the argument was presented that 
foreign nations would * to exhibit in 
New York, we corresponded with every Amer- 
ican Consul in the world, ask them to in- 
quire of the manufacturers those who 
would be liable to exhibit, whether a sea- 
coast or interior location for the World’s Fair 
would be most desirable to exhibiters; and 
these answers were published and furnished 
the Congressinen, and showed quite a ma- 
jority in favor of an interior city as against a 
sea-coast city.

Mr. Giffen Looks for Trouble—L. J. Gage 
on the Silver Situation. 

A special cable from London yesterday 

quotes Mr. Robert Giffen, head of the Com- 
mercial Department and Controller of Loan 
Returns of the British Board ot Trade, as pre- 
dicting a financial crash in America, due to 
the overloading of the country with paper cur- 
renzy. Mr. Giffen says that in his opinion it 
will be impossible to avert the crash, which, 
according to him, is due in February. The 
prediction caused some talk in banking circles 
yesterday, most of the bankers treating the 
matter lightly and accusing Mr. Giffen of 
being sadly lacking in knowl 
1ca’s wealth and resources, but J. Gage, 
President of the First National Bank, who ‘4s 
a close observer of the markets of the world, 
took the matter in a far More serious manner. 
He said the subject was too large a one to 
treat lightly. His opinion of the prediction is 
summed up as follows: 
e do not believe Mr.-Giffen is able to pre- 
dict to any reasonable certainty the period 
when the climax resulting from the continued 
coinage of silver will be reached.

An Available Balance in the United States 
Treasury of Between $13.000,000 and 
$14,000,000—Secretary Foster's Policy 
Proved to Be the Right One—Demo- 
erate Worried Over the Situation— 
Young Women Prove to Be the Best 
Meat ce ee Wash- 
ington News, , 

Wasurneror, D. C., Sept. 24 Special. — 
Partisan mis representation of the condition 
of the Treasury is still kept up. Much ado 
was made today over the alleged discovery 
that only $1,000,000 in currency was available 
in the vaults. The failure of prophecies that 
the Treasury would be unable to meet its 
obligations still worries the Democrats. The 
fact is that in spite of the falling off in cus- 
toms receipts, which have been nearly 30 per 
cent this month, Secretary Foster sees his way 
clear to redeem all the 4348 outstanding, and 
this is done as fast as they are offered. There 
have been less complaints from the West about 
the lack of money for moving the crops this 
summer than at any time in years past, 
though the crops have been tremendous. Ail 
the Treasury officials agree that the emergen- 
cy from this cause is passed and Secretary 
Foster’s policy has had a good deal to do with 
preventing any stringency. One of the offi- 
cials said this afternoon: I was in New 
York in June and the people there were all 
| fearful that we would not be anle to get 
through September without acrisis. They 
doubted me, but they now feel differently. 
The policy of the department has been suc- 
vessful and there has hardly been even the 
hint of a stringency.” 

As to the actual condition of the Treasury it 
may be said thatin the Subtreasury at New 
York there is $5,000,000 in currency, and in the 
various Subtreasuries $4,500,000 more, making 
in all $10,500,000 currency. There is now in 
the course of redemption $2,500,000 in cur. 
rency, which makes a grand total of $13,000,- 
000 in currency. The net balance, as shown 
by the Treasury statement, is $45,000,000. In- 
cluded in this is 214,000,000 in bank deposi- 
tories and $17,000,000 in subsidiary silver, 
leaving the available balance. as stated, be- 
tween $13,000,000 and $14,000,000. This

They Prove More Apt than Men and Take

Wasnmorox, D. C., Sept. 24.—[Special. ]— 
Experts from the Agricultural Department to- 
day established in Boston a station for the in- 
spection of meat to be shipped abroad. This 
completes the number ef such stations pro- 
vided for by the Meat inspection bill passed 
at the last session of Congress.

ILLINOIS STATE DOCUMENTS MISSING. 


No Copy of the Journal of the Proceedings 
of the Constitutional Convention. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Sept. 24.— Special. |—At- 
tention has been directed lately to the condi- 
tion of old State documents here by the loss 
of the original copy of the Constitution of 
1848 of the State of Wisconsin. Numerous 
inquiries have been made on the subject at 
the document department of the Secretary of 
State’s office. Owing to good luck and the 
careful management of this department of 
late years the records of the State from its 
organization to the present time are pretty 
nearly complete. One thing that has been 
sought after for years 5 a copy of the journal 
of the proceedings of the Constitutional 
convention of 1818. Capt. Adair of the State 
Document Library has corresponded with 
historical societies pretty generally through- 
out the country, but has so far been unable to 
get trace of a copy. 

The constitutional convention of 1818 was 
— d at Kaskaskia. When the State Capital 

removed to Vandalia all of the State docu- 
— were taken to the new Capital. In 
December, 1823. shortly after its erection, the 
State House at Vandalia was burned down. 
Most of the State papers were saved 
from the flames, but some of them were de- 
stroyed and the lost journal of the first con- 
stitutional convention ever held in Illinois is 
supposed to have been among the number. It 
was not known to Capt. Adair and the State 
authorities here until a short time ago that 
the journal had ever been printed. The first 
session of the first Legislature of Illinois 
opened in October, 1818, but as the State had 
not been admitted to the Union an adjourn- 
ment was taken until the following January, 
Congress in the meantime having the 
act making Illinois a State. 

In January, 1819, began the first session at 
which the transactidu of business was attempt- 
ed. In the session laws of that session is 
found an Appropriation bill, in which appears 
the following paragraph: 

To Blackwell & Berry oa following sums: For 

rinting the first draft of the Constitution, $25 ; 
fo or printing the journal of the convention, $156. 

Evidently the printing had already been 
done. This is reason for believing that there 
must bein existence a printed copy of the 
journal of the convention of 1818, Somebody 
in one of the following counties, which were 
in existence at that time, must have & copy of 
this valuable historicabvolume: Bond, Wash- 
ington, Madison, St. Clair, Monroe, Randolph, 
Jackson, Johnson, Franklin, Union, Pope, 
White, - ak gee and Crawford. Any infor- 


mation that will lead to the discovery of one 


of these lost — Pear should be sent to the 
Secretary of State. 

Another valuable volume that is — 
is the journal of the Senate of the secon 
session of 1819. The State has neither the 
original nor a printed copy. All documents 
of this kind in the custody of the Secretary of 
State are kept in the document library, inside 
of metallic chests, which are placed in fire- 
proof vaults. It is practically impossible now 
to lose valuable State papers, 

The original copy of the = Constitution * 
1818 is still in a fair state o feed gran 
is carefully rolled up and is bed re 
rare occasions. No State paper on file is so 
handsomely and artistically engrossed as this 
antiquated document. I is signed by all of
